Later Marriages by Men Charged 
to Equal Suffrage Agitation — San 
Francisco Editor Expresses Opinion 
Thet Woman Suffrage Would Tend 
to Destroy Unity of Family Circle. 


Matrimony and politics may not be 


very closely .allied, but It is certain 
they will be jointly discussed at a 
slate convention' called for Colum- 
bus. March 6, by the Ohio Associa- 
tion Opposed to Woman's Suffrage. 
The question has been raised—and 
by men, not women—whether or not 
men would not be increasingly disin- 
clined to enter the state of matri- 
mony if women were placed on an 
equality with them, so far as the bal- 
lot IK concerned. 


That this is not a matter of jest, 


as some have considered it. Is appar- 
ent 
by 
the 
constantly decreasing 


birth rate and the steady movement 
toward later and later marriage on 
the part of men. 
The question of 


matrimony and the ballot was raised 
bj the San Francisco Argonaut, one 
of the leading papers of the west, 
during a campaign which has just 
closed in that .state. In tho course 
of an editorial that paper said: 


"Woman suffrage, we think, would 


not stiengtben the cause of women 
In bociet>—If there be a 
woman's 


cattbe as distinct as man's—for it' 
would put women in the possession 
of competition as distinct from co- 
operation with men. We believe that 
when it come to advancing the inter- 
•sts of women as women, the advan- 
tage Ties in the detached and sympa- 
thetic rather than In the opposing 
and 
competitive relation, and 
we 


tl'ink 
the history of social move- 


ments, including legislation directly 
affecting women, during the last half 
century bears out this conclusion. 


"Women suffrage, we think, would 


tend to destroy the unity of the fam- 
!y. upon which our social structure 
s 
founded. Radical difference of 


opinion are everywhere and always 
motives of social and domestic disin- 
:egration. Those who think that we 
lave leached such a stage of intel- 
ectual and moral culture that hus- 
band and wife may cherish opposing 
lolitica! motives and alms without 
>reach of Domestic sympathy reck- 
oned, we think, without a sufficient 
acquaintance with human nature. 


"At its 
best, marrlago involves 


reat responsibilities, and many men, 
\e think", would peremptorily decline 
mariiage if it had to be assumed un- 
lt-r the conditions which woman suf- 
frage intent impose, for It is one of 
the imixims of prudence to avoid re- 
sponsibility under conditions of pos-

Discussed at Columbus, 


ANTI-SUFFRAGISTS ISSUE CALL 


Constantly Decreasing 
Birth 
Rate

Later Marriages by Men Charged 
to Equal Suffrage Agitation — San 
Francisco Editor* Expresses Opinion 
That Woman Suffrage Would Tend 
to Destroy Unity of Family Circle. 


Matrimony and politics may not be 


very closely allied, bui It is certain 
they will be Jointly discussed at a 
Elate convention '"culled for Colum- 
bus. March 6, by the Ohio Associa- 
tion Opposed to Woman's Suffrage. 
The question has been raised — and 
by men, not women — whether or not 
men would not be increasingly disin- 
clined to enter the state of inatri- 
moi:y If uomen were placed on an 
equality with them, so far as the bal- 
lot Is concerned. 


That this is not a matter of Jest,

birth rate and the steady movement 
toward later and later marriage on 
the part o? men. 
The question of 


matrimony and the ballot was lalsed 
by the San Francisco Argonaut, one 
of the leading papers of the west, 
during a campaign which has just 
closed in that state.

of an editorial that paper said:

in society — If there be
